Amando De Ossorio wrote the stories & 
the screenplays to all four of the 
'official' Blind Dead series of films, 
as well as directing them. "La Cruz Del 
Diablo" isn't really part of the same 
series, only featuring the Blind Dead 
as sort of ‘guest stars' in one part 
of a three-part feature (scripted by 
Jacinto Molina, oops sorry, I mean Paul 
Naschy, and directed by John Gilling) . 

If Ossorio had been as interested in 
the parts without the Templars, then 
his films would all now be considered 

"LA NOCHE DEL TERROR CIEGO"( 1971) .De 
Ossorio was still finding his director- 
ial feet when he made this, he tended 
to throw in a couple of gratuitous sex 
scenes in his earlier works (here it’s 
a lesbian girls' school flashback). 

It begins with a sacrificial scene as 
a young woman is crucified and stabbed 
by the Templars(sounds painful) .The 
Templars themselves are executed and 
crows peck out their eyes.

When she next goes on to attack a young 
sculptress she is engulfed in flames as 
the sculptress throws a paraffin lamp 
at her.... Once again, bye bye Virginia.

MICHAEL SLATTER * S "FRIGHT TO FAS! 


D3ar Ian, 

Many thanks for tha back issues, which are consistent in their excellence. Never 
having seen Horror/Wrestling films of any sort, they are of especial interest, And 
I love the generons ammonnt of credits in each filmography which is an absolute 
must in any movies of obscurity. Well done indeed. 

However (uh, ohl), I must, simply must, make comment on your editorial in issue 3. 

If there is one subject above any other that will have me reaching for my soapbox, 
censorship (particularly film) is it. I feel strongly that many people who speak 
out against censorship are actually on the wrong side of the fence. 

Taking your own editorial. points in order... It's very easy to criticize "unscru- 
pulous, greedy video dealers" - how about unscrupulous, greedy Cinema managers, 
willing to let blatantly obvious youngsters into 15 or 10 cert films? It happens 
everywhere. How many horror movies did you see when you were underage ( ana looked 
it)? I know I saw plenty. And by your own admission, even something like 'Konga' 
can affect a child. Jesus, when I was small, 'Pinnoehio' scared the living shit 
out of me (David Cronenburg was frightened by 'Bambi'). The point is, all this 
d nematic trauma harmed you, me or Mr Cronenburg NOT 0N3 BIT1 Now, I Just know 
what you're thinking: There is more than a subtle difference between 'Konga' and 
'Bambi' and 'Day of the Dead' and 'Reanimator', but I ask you to think again. It 
isn't difficult to compile a large list of Horror films that have caused. outrage, 
almost from the beginning of cinema itself. Both the original ' Dracula' ana 'Frank- 
enstein' were roundly condemned by the moral majority (?) of their day, much the 
same as today's Honors are spat on by Whitehouse and her crew. 

Of course Whitehouse would make a bombastio stand against videos, wether the trad- 
ers were licensed or not. All she sees through those slitty eyes are sexual devia- 
ney, gratuitous violence, eye gougings, limb chopnings, general anti-social ness: 
always oomoletely out of oontext of course, but when taken so it isn't hard to 
understand her point of view. Try explaining to your kids that a woman having add 
burning her face off ( a la 'Beyond') is really entertainment - well of course it 
isn't, I think there would probably be something seriously wrong with you if you 
thought it was. But , fit that scene into a story of supernatural horror and evil, 
and your arguement is going to hold much more water. Then nobody can tell you that 
such things are not within the boundaries of entertainment. 

It's w good trying to act the good dtizen with your 'nice' list (no smoking, 
drinking etc) because that won't wash with anyone. I mean, I can add the fact that 
I'm a vegetarian to your list and I believe anyone who eats meat i3 a cruel, sadis- 
tic bastard, but very few people take vegetarians seriously (it is getting better). 

So, being nice is no excuse for rationalising the enjoyment of horror films. 

The film(s) Whitehouse has picked up on recently (and the one she refers to as 
containing child rapes etc) ia 'Nightmare on Elm Street'. Although she is so wrong 
to condemn a film for portraying a child moleater, she would be right to pick up 
on the cult that surrounds ths gloryfying and adoration of a child molester (Freddie 
Kreuger fan dubs etc). That is sick! But not the film - that merely portrays him 
as an evil bastard. If people pick up on that, that's their problem. We oan't be 
expected to answer for every psycho sidco out there just because he gets turned on 
by a horror movie. 

riy main bone of contention with your editorial is the way you treat your kids. Now, I 
don’t want to lose any friends and I know nobody likes to be told how to raise their 
children, but you did offer your opinions and, I think, they oontsin serious flaws. 

"I don't agree with him letting his kids watch Rambo, yet X 1st mine witch Gremlins, 
where is the line drawn?" A direct quote, and one which leaves you wide open to criti- 
cism. As a oarent, I feel you should be absolutely positive in your views, no wishy- 
washying about, not only that, but ham bo, Gremlins, a— Team or, for that matter way of 
the Deaa, is not going to ham your children at all. 'Konga' didn't hurt you, watching 
nammer movies (often accused of being pare crazed) from the age of 10 didn't hurt me. 


Runbo, A-Taim ate may, indeed, trivial ise and piint a wrong picture of death and viol- 
ence, but if you think the subject matter is a bit dodgy, talk to your kids about it. 
And remember to stoo them seeing westerns, war films, gangsters, detectives. Masters 
of the Universe and any Three Stooges movies, all of which trivialise violence ih 
one fora or another. If kids do imitate what they see, then your kids will imitate 
the kids imitating A-Team won't they? All kids nlay at war, however much you try and 
keep them from it. Most osyehiatrists will tell you that violent adults don't come 
from violent kids, but from uncaring, unloving and violent parents. ,J! he moat danger- 
ous things children will pick up on won't come from videos, but from drug pushers. 

In my view, parental censorship should rarely, if ever, be used. Kids do have a brain, 
talk and explain things and I'm sure they will respond to your expectations. 

As for films worse than those on the nasties list, it depends how you are defining 
'worse'. In your piece you state how much you hate sex films being compared with the 
horror genre, and what do you compare in the last few lines? 'Sex Wish' with 'Last 
House on the Left'. As a quick aside, anyone with half a brain should realise that 'I 
Spit on Tour Grave' is one ofl the best anti- rape movies ever made. A good place for 
the line to be drawn is FAKTABY/REALITY: of horror films are fantasy orientated - 

I mean, there is just no such things as vampires, werewolves or child molesters who 
invade your dreams. And by the same token, most porn movies are little more than sex 
fantasies. Even 'Sex 'fish' is orly race fantasy and, however disgusting that may 
seem, it quite obviously isn't reality. It is when films start touching on reality 
that to watch or not to watch becomes a question. Personally, I wouldn't like to 
think of my kids watching war/Yietnam movies that purport to show it as it was, be- 
cause that is truly sick - ie Peoole REALLY died in those situations. Same goes for 
movies about real murderers (Boston Strangler, Manson) that trivialise or glorify 
the killings or killers. Nbt on. 

Pinally, I 3ay LET your children watch anything they please. It can't hurt them. 
Violenoe is in human nature - cutting off visual stimulants won't change that. If 
they don't like it and go "TukI ", they won't watch it again. 

Phew, I rest my case m'Lud (steps off soapbox). Hopefully I have stimulated your 
thought muscles and not your am ones. I look forward to your thoughts.
